VANCE IN VALUES. 


A Remarkable Activity in Real Estate That 
May Have Gone Too Far, Yet Is Legit- 
imate—Prices of Inside Lots and How 

They Have Risen in Response to Im- 
provements—Large Incomes on Bulld- 
ings—List of Important New Structures

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Oct. 24.—[Special Corre- 


‘spondence.|—A pretty thorough investiga- 


tion of the condition and prospects of Kansas 
City leads to the conviction that the recent 
activity and advance in real estate was in 


the main legitimate. It has unquestionably | 


gone too far in some instances, and a consid- 
erable percentage of the buying has been 
done blindly by persons who know nothing 
of real estate, being simply carried along by 
the current. Asawhole, realty here has 
not been advanced by manipulation, but 
by the pressure of demand. Land whicn 
in past years has lain idle is now wanted for 
use. Areas which only a short time ago 
brought their owners but a moderate income 
through their crops of,corn, wheat, or past- 
urage, are now the sites of dwellings, shops, 
or mills, and yield handsome rentals. In a 
word,, the wilderness has been con- 
verted into a thrifty town, which is 
having as rapid a growth as Chica- 
go did when it was of the same 
size as Kansas City. This town has about it 
within a radius of 200 or 300 miles as rich an 
area of agricultural country as can be found 
in the world. It is in direct communication 
by some of the best railroads with all the 
leading vomtsin the country, and its rail- 
road facilities are rapidly increasing.

Resolutions Tabled in Louisville Which Ex-

The resolutions were finally tabled 4 a 
vote of 121 to 117.

boodleism as long and to as great an extent as 
it was safe to do so under thelaw. As 
usual this defense is based, like the 
exploded arguments, on petty lying. “ Given 
honest Jury Commissioners and three jury 
clerks,” it says, and the present sj stem 
could be made to produce results as satisfac- 
tory as those hoped for under the Commis- 
sion bill if it is shorn of its 449-deputy clause.” 
But who will guarantee that we shall a:ways 
have honest and intelligent Commissioners! 
The forty-nine names of millionaires which 
n printed in its edition of Saturday as drawn 
by that model of political propriety, Nic 
Michaels, were, it says, picked at random 
from the jury-lists to demonstrate that good, 
responsible men were drawn under the pres- 
ent law. According to its own account 
‘twenty-seven of the names occur in the 
last return made to the County Clerk, 
and twenty-two others occur iu arcturn yet 
to be made. Both returns embrace about 400 
names, and if the proportion of ineligibles and 
persons not found is to be the same in these 
as in the returns previously made under 
Michaels’ supervision there are but 202 eligi- 
oles, including the forty-nine guilt-edged 
jurors, on the list. So much for its accuracy 
and reliability in this matter. It ignores the 
fact that the jury clerk who drew the names 
of the forty-nine millionaires might draw the 
names of forty-nine sluggers, gamblers, or 
saloonkeepers just as readily. What Tun 
TRIBUNE strenuously objects to is the contin- 
uance of a system that is susceptible of such 
abuses. It is just as bad as it was under the 
old Election law. 

The little mugwump concern pretends that 
there are not many “exempts’’ summoned 
for jury service under the present law. 
There was an illustration of that in Judge 
Williamson’s court last Monday. Five of the 
twenty-three men summoned for grand jury 
service were over age and five more had al- 
ready seryed on juries this year. The lat- 
ter wanted to serve again, being of 
the professional grand juror class. The 
grand jury asa whole was very far from 
being a good one. The Judge postponed the 
filling of a venire until Friday, probably with 
a view to asking that anew grand jury be 
summoned. This grand juryis a specimen of 
the ones drawn by Sheriff's deputies—all in- 
veterate politicians from the very nature of 
their office. There is not much improvement, 
surely, from the time that Buck McCar 
thy and Reformer Klehm began to manip- 
ulate the panel for the boodle juries, as 
Klehm confessed was done. It is character- 
istic of the mugwump print that it should de- 
fend what in its virtuous moments it assailed. 
lt now defends the defective system under 
which for fourteer years boodleism was 
boldly practiced by County Commissioners 
and went unpunished because they in the 
open mestings of the board, and through 
their clerks, packed grand and petit juries 
in order to suppress investigation. The mug- 
wump concern pointed out this fatal defect 
of the Jury law, and called as loudly as its 
piping voice permitted for a radical amend- 
ment on the very fines of the new reform 
Jury law, and now it turns round out of sheer 
perversity and fights the new law by misrep- 
resentation and deceit. It now professes to 
be satisfied with the political system of se- 
lection which gives corrupt partisan Commis- 
sjoners and purchasable Deputy-Sheriffs the 
opportunity to pack juries if they are 80 
minded or their interests require it. The 
mugwump concern occupies a most disgrace- 
ful and seif-stultifying position. 


THE PETITION OF THE SOCIALISTS. 

The petation of the Socialist branch of the 
Labor party in this city to Gov. Oglesby is 
perhaps the clearest statement yet made of 
what is really believed by the sympathizing 
Socialistic friends of the Anarchists. The 
petition, drawn in pursuance of a constitu- 
tional right, is respectful in language, and 
the signers doubtless sincerely believe the 
truth of the statements made. Nevertheless 
the errors of fact and mistaken conclusions 
set forth in the document are quite apparent. 
Reference is made tothe purchase of jus- 
tice by rich men” and the interpretation of 
law “one way for the rich and another for 
the poor” in a manner to imply that such 
influences ate quite generally felt in the 
courts. It cannot be denied that rich 
scoundrels sometimes succeed in evading the 
law, but it is a monstrous absurdity to hold 
that the judicial machinery of this State is 
systematically employed to oppress the very 
class which elects Legislatures, makes the 
Judges, and from whom the juries are drawn, 
and dictates the adoption of statutes. Rich 
men are few. Acting by themselves they 
could not carry a precinct in the State or 
adopt a law. On the contrary, there is not a 
legislative or judicial district in Ulinois 
where the working classes are not in a three- 
fourths majority. No law could be passed 
against their opposition and no Judge or 
other officer could be elected over their vote. 
Manifestly corruption in the admin- 
istration of the law in this State 
can result only in sporadic individual cases 
and cannot possibly bean established part 
of the system itself. No State or country 
has a purer judiciary than Illinois. The 
Judges elected by the people in this State are 
beyond the suspicion of corruption, and al- 
most invariabiy any undue influence in the 
administration of the law can be traced to 
the jury-box. Yet the Anarchist apologists 


protest against a law devised to improve the 
character of juries and insist that illiterates, 
ignoramuses, and sympathizers with crime 
are competent for jury service. Let these 
complainants assist in improving the jury 
system before they libel a bench held in just 
popular respect. 

But it is also claimed by the Anarchist 
sympathizers that, under a jury law which 
they are now striving to retain. without 
amendment, @ prejudiced and partial jury 
was impaneled in the Anarchist case. What 
are the naked facts in this instance? None 
of the jurors were “rich men” or conspic- 
uous members of the “capitalistic class,” 
but all were persons of limited means and 
dependent on their avocations for a liveli- 
hood. Eleven of the twelve jurors were ac- 
cepted by the defendants before the per- 
emptory challenges were exhausted. The 
defense could have excluded every one of 
these eleven jurors if they had so desired. 
The twelfth juror was the only one selected 


and | after thé peremptory challenges were ex- 


hausted, The defense purposely threw away 
some forty challenges in order to compel the 


selection of one juror against their min-

the eleven voluntarily accepted ‘by the de- 
fense. His answers were substantially the 
same. He declared that he could decide r 
cording to the law and the evidence, but 
mitted that he had a prejudice against An- 
archistic methods for the attainment of State 
socialism, or, in other words, a prejudice 
against bomb-throwing, robbery, and mur- 
der. He did not believe in the attainment of 
Karl Marx’s schemes by revolution and vio- 
lent resistance to the law. He believed in 
maintaining and enforcing the existing laws 
until they were repealed or amended in the 
proper manner; and if he had not so be- 
lieved he woula have been an unfit man to 
sit in the trial of any case. If 
the jurors in the Anarchist case were 
prejudiced and unfair because they 
were opposed to lawlesness then a fair 
jury could have been secured only by filling 
the box with sympathizers of bomb throwers 
and Anarchist criminais. The same doctrine 
would require that burglars should be tried 
by sympathizers of burglars, thieves by 
sympathizers of thieves, and perjurers 
by men who defend that practice. Under 
the theory of the sympathizing friends 
of the Anarchists a man prejudiced 
against burglary, theft, or perjury would 
be unfit to sit on the trial ot a case involving 
any of these crimes, The preposterous con- 
clusion they reach is, that the administra- 
tion of justice should be put in the hands 
of men hostile to the law itself and prej- 
udiced in favor of the crime committed. If 
this isnot what the petitioners contend for, 
then they have failed to make taemselves 
understood.

THE WESTINGHOUSE AIR-BRAKE. 

For years railroad officials have realized 
that if the air-brakes used on passenger- 
trains could be employed successfully on long 
freight-trains the cost of transportation 
would be greatly lowered and the safety, 
dispatch, and capacity of rail lines greatly 
increased. Hand-braking-has been the great 
obstacle in the way of improving freight 
service. Muscle power applied to hand- 
brakes affords only an uncertain and unsatis- 
factory control overa freight-train weigh- 
ing 780 tons and moving on smooth rails with 
the speed of arace-horse. The difficulty of 
stopping at way stations and crossings has 
necessitated a comparatively slow movement 
of freight-trains, but with a system of hand- 
braking any speed above six miles an hour 
is attended with great stoppage delays, dam- 
age to goods and rolling stock by the jam- 
ming and crushing of the rear carson those 
in front, and other serious difficulties experi- 
enced daily, to say nothing of the ever-pres- 
ent danger of collisions with trains before 
or behind. 

Heretofore air-brakes could not be used in 

the freight service because it took from four- 
teen to eighteen seconds to apply the power 
to the rear cars of a train 2,000 feetin length. 
When the wheels were locked in front the 
forward cars had to receive the shock of the 
free cars behind, and there was a pounding 
and jamming from one end ef the train to 
the other, justas under the old hand-brak- 
ing system. At first the air-brake failed to 
solve the great problem in the freight service, 
In a sudden stop there remained the same 
pounding of car on car, with the consequent 
breakage of fragile freight, bursting of grain 
cars, injury to live stock, and damage to the 
train equipment. As rail-carriers are, in- 
surers, and except in case of unavoidable ac- 
‘cident absolutely responsible for the freight 
intrusted to them, their charges had to cover 
the risks incident to an ineffective system of 
braking. Considerations like these will show 
the vast importance of the improved West- 
inghouse air-brake now being brought to the 
attention of the railroads. In the test near 
Chicago last Friday it was shown that the 
power could be applied along the entire length 
of a train of fifty cars in two seconds. Hence 
the erushing of car on car is complete- 
ly done away with, and a freight-train 
can be stopped as steadily and evenly 
as an ordinary passenger-train. Other 
astonishing results were shown. A train of 
fifty cars making twenty-two miles an hour 
was stopped in ten seconds. The brakes 
were thrown when the train was moving at 
thirty-seven miles. an hour, and it was 
brought to a stop in fifteen seconds. Other 
tests seemed to show that the new brake is 
equally effective for service or emergency 
stops and gives the engineer almost abso- 
jute control over the longest and heaviest 
train. The difficulty of coupling air-pipes in 
making up a train or switching is obviated 
by a self-operating device. In brief, Mr. 
Westinghouse seems to have perfected an in- 
vention of immense importance and calcu- 
lated to introduce a change in railroad trans- 
portation almost as great as that which fol- 
lowed the discovery of Bessemer steel. If 
the device will work as well in the hands of 
the average engineer as it does -under the 
eyes of the inventor himself it means that 
railroad service will be cheapened, speed in- 
creased, safety better assured, damage and 
loss averted, and tracks made available for a 
larger volume of traffic. The improved 
freight-service air-brake is another conspicu- 
ous illustration of the benefits ensumg when 
brain power undertakes tasks em ecm! 
performed by muscle. 


THE HOG-PACKING PROBLEM. 

Some of our best-informed business-men 
are talking seriously of the prospects that 
the business of hog-packing in Chicago the 
coming winter will show even a smalli- 
er aggregate than the reduced one of 
the last regular season, It is well known 
that the occurrence of the ill-advised, pig- 
headed labor troubles here two years ago and 
subsequently made several of our packers 
lend a willing ear to invitations to establish 
houses at other points in the West, and the 
last few months have witnessed extensive 
preparations at those places for an active 
campaign among the hogs during the four cold 
month’ which follow October. The open- 
ing of those new houses has formed an in- 
ducement, in not a few cases, to establish 
other manufactories and led to extensive 
speculative investments in real estate in the 
vicinity of the fresh fields of activity. It is 
only natural that strong efforts should be 
made to vindicate the wisdom of the choice, 
and that large numbers of animated parcels 
of pork will be driven to those points in 
search of markets which they would other- 
wise have found in this city. The pressure 
to divert the stream from its long established 
channel will be all the greater owing to the 
existence of two evils in connection with the 
business here that ought to be remedied at 
once. 

These evils are excessive terminal charges 
at the Stock-Yards, and the unwillingness of 
certain railroad officials to furnish double- 
deck cars for the transportation of hogs— 
that kind of cars being in extensive use on 
some other lines. The one largely increases 
the cost of carrying, and the other of hand- 
ling; the combined result, as estimated by 
experts, being a disadvantage of fully five 
cents per hundred pounds to the Chicago 
packer as compared with those in some other. 
cities of the West. The superior inducements 
held out otherwise by this city as a mar- 
ket have formed a partial offset to 
this discrimination in the past, but 
it is feared that the obstacle is 
too great to be successfully met much longer. 
Hence an effort is now being made to influence 
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hensive wee of car, and it is hoped —.— 
dread of competition 4 „ the Lyous 
will induce tue Stock: Vards 
cede that for which the handlers of 
have vainiy pleaded during several years. 
Recent rumors to the effect that several lead- 
ing packers haye already taken stock in the 
Lyons project, with intent to remove their 
establishments thither, are said by well-in- 
formed parties to be without other foundation 
than the fact that they have been approached 
on the subject. But there is little doubt that 
at least some of them would willingly make 
the removal if satisfied that there 1s no hope 
of relief from what they regard as extortion.: 
This view of the case is being urged private- 
ly, and with some prospect that the plea will 
prove effective. 

Few people have any adequate idea of the 
extent to which the business is affected by a 
small change in the cost of conducting it. A 
leading packér states that Taz TMnoxn al- 
lowance of 25 cents per hog profit is much too 
liberal. Years ago he was not satisfled un- 
less the profit of the operation amounted to a 
dollar per head; now he is content if it nets 
an average of 10 cents each for the work of a 
whole year. The five cents per 100 referred 
to as a possible saving amounts to the whole 
of this claimed difference between the cost 
of buying che animal and changing it into 
product and the selling value of the latter. 
In other words, the whole question of gain or 
loss by the operation may turn upon just that 
little difference of a nickel in first cost, which 
to many may appear so small as not to be 
worth talking about. 


tam SOLE n IN THE ANARCHISTS’ 


In regard to the sai of the Anarchists’ 
case now presented before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. there are two or 
three points that should not be lost sight of. 
It is supposed in some quarters that if that 
court should grant the writ of error and take 
jurisdiction of the case it can investigate the 
merits nd determine the. guilt or innocence 
of the defendants in the same manner as was 
done by the Supreme Court.of Illinois. This 
is a grave misapprehension.. While the Su- 
preme Court of the United States is in fact 
supreme in regard to all matters which come 
within its jurisdiction, that jurisdiction is ex- 
tremely limited in respect to State laws and 
the action of State courts. As a general 
rule there is no appeal from a State court 
to the United States Court unless there is in- 
volved in the decision of the State court a 
question which contravenes a United States 
law or some provision o& the Constitution of 
the United States.. In case of such a con- 
travention all that the higher court will do 
to ascertain whether the point was de- 
cided rightly or not, 

A writ of error is simply a command from 
a higher court to a lower one to send up its 
record for inspection, in order that the higher 
court may see whether error was committed 
by the lower court or not. Now,'ds concerns 
such a writ from the Supreme Court of the 
United States to a State court, all that can be 
determined, when it has the record before it, 
is whether the law under which the con- 
demned haye been convicted 1s constitutional 
or not. Thatis to say, the court cannot and 
will not enter into the question whether the 
law was properly administered or not, but 
will simply decide whether the law, abstract- 
ly and properly administered, infringes upon 
any provision of the Constitution of the 
United States, For instance, in respect to 
the jury law of Illinois, the tourt would not 
consider whether Judge Gary improperly ad- 
mitted any particular person to be a juror. 
The Supreme Court of the land has nothing 
to do with the administration of the law, as 
the Supreme Court of mois has. The 
latter court can review all the decisions 
ana uagments of be court below it with 
regard to every question coming before it, 
but not zo the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Its sole. query is, whether the 
law itself, not the administration of it, is 
constitutional. Judge Gary in the trial of 
the Anarclifsts fhight have committed many 
errors, might have admitted jurors to try the 
case who were not competent, might have 
adinitted evidence on the trial that was not 
admissible, and might have given instruc- 
tions to the jurors that were not good law, 
but none of these questions can be brought 
before the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The sole question it is concerned 
with is, whether the law fairly and properly 
administered is in atcordance with the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

It will thus be seen on what an extremely 
slender thread the Anarchists’ case hangs, 
and it allcomes down to this: Can the citi- 
zens of Illinois have a fair trial in court un- 
der the present Jury law? Can a juror fairly 
try a case on evidence in court if he has be- 
forehand read some account of the case in 
the newspapers? That is the sole question 


for the Supreme Court to determine, and in 


view of its many decisions that such jurors 
are competent it is vain to suppose that it 
can now decide that a law admitting such 
jurors antagonizes any provision of the Con- 


| stitution of the United States.

DAEKOTA’S GROWTH. 

The remarkable growth of Dakota comes 
out in a clear light by comparing the statistics 
in its Governor’s annual report with those 
just made by the Governors of Montana, 
Idaho, Utah, and Arizona. Montana has a 
population of 130,000, showing an increase of 
100,841 since 1880; Idaho 97,250, increase 
64,460; Utah 200,000, increase 56,087; and 
Arizona 90,000, increase 49,560. Dakota has 
a population of 568,477, showing an increase 
of 66,000 in one year and of 433,300 since 1880, 
averaging over 63,000 per annum. The total 
increase of these five Territories since the 


Gast census is 704,198, of which Dakota has 


contributed considerably over one-half. An- 
other significant comparison may be made in 
valuations. The total assessable valuation 
of taxable property in the five Territories is 


$245,904,922, of which Dakota contributes. 


$157,084,365, or more than twice that of the 
other four, being an increase of $41,077,058 
since 1885, and of nearly $25,000,000 within 
the year. The yield of wheat this year is es- 
timated at 60,000,000 bushels, or nearly double 
that of last year; and the value of live stock 
is estimated at $42,828,338, an increase of 
$35,000,000 since the last census. 

And yet this great and rapidly-growing 
Territory, which long since fulfilled the con- 
ditions of Statehood, and which has now out- 
stripped several of the older States in popu- 
lation and material resources, has been per- 
sistently denied admission to the Union by 
the Democratic majority in Congress, and 
may be kept out until after the next Presi- 
dential election, because her electoral vote 
would certainly be cast for the Republican 
candidate. There is at present a strong agi- 
tation of the question of division going on in 
the Territory, and the Legislature has pro- 
vided for an election to decide it. It has been 
presented squarely to the people as an issue 
and the papers are filled with discussions of 
the question by the most prominent men in 
the Territory, the large majority of whom 
are in favor of division and admission as two 
States. In one of these discussions the Hon. 
F. R. Aikens of Canton makes the following 
strong point: 

As at present constit 
vided into two, and I m 
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tavor division by a large majority, Nort 
and South Dakota, each as large as Wiscon- 
sin, will then make their application in such 
manner that cannot be disregariied. Par- 
tisan jealo and fear will not be able to 
hola out much longer against such hard facts 
as Dakota, single or divided, can now pre- 
sent.

A Member of Parliament’s Account of It—

[New York Tribune Cuble.] 

Duntax, Oct. 24.—It is a strange state of 
things in which it can be said for a country 
that occurrence like that at Woodford 
yesterday is a score for her cause.

IRELAND'S CHAMPIONS. 


ARRIVAL OF O’CONNOR AND ESMONDE 
LAST NIGHT. 


Chat with the Former—English Feeling 
Growing in Favor of Fair Play for Ire- 
land—Disintegrating Forces at Work in 
the Conservative Party, and an Appeal 
to the Country Probable in the Near 
Future, in Which Event Gladstone 
Would Be Successful. : 
Last night at 10 o’clock the Michigan South- 
ern brought to this city two noted Irish mem- 
bers of the English Parliament—the Hon. 
Arthur O’Conaor, member for East Donegal, 
and the Hon. Thomas Henry Grattan Es- 
monde, member for South County Dublin. 
Mr. O’Connor is a middle-aged man of fine 
physique, and issaid to be one of the brainiest 
men in the English Parliament. Mr. Esmonde 
is only 25 years of age, but has already won 
a prominent place among the leading friends 
of tne Irish cause. They were met at the 
train by Alexander Sullivan and escorted to

the Grand Pacific Hotel, where they are 


pleasantly lodged in a fine suite of parlors. 
This morning they will take a drive through 
the city, visiting all the points of interest, 
and will be guided by a committee of leading 
citizens. 
A Trisune reporter visited the gentlemen in 
their rooms last night,and was readily granted 
an interview. The first question asked Mr. 
O'Connor was: What do you think will be 
the effect eventually of the coercion policy 
of the present Government! Will it. in your 
judgment, hasten or retard home rule!“ | 
„ do not think it will either retard or 
hasten home rule, but the manner in which 
the -Government have exercised the power 


with which they are invested under the 
Coercion act is strengthening the English 
feeling in our favor, because the English pride 
themselves upon their respect for f om 
of speech and of public meeting, and when 
they see meetings proclaimed without appar- 
ent reason and men prosecuted for deliver- 
ing speeches which are certainly not sedi- 
tious, and when above all they find the 
editors of newspapers sent to prison for giv- 
ing bona-fide accounts of public proceedings, 
it fs not in accordance either with their in- 
stincts or their traditions to approve the 
action of the executive. The present 
overnment undertook to govern Ire- 
and by the ordinary law as understood 
in Ireland and Great Britain alike, 
and they have not only obtained exceptional 
powers, but they are using such powers in a 
manner which contrasts strongly with the 
declarations of their intentions which they 
made during the coercion debates, and now 
that Englishmen are being arrested for al- 
leged offenses in the matter of public meet- 
ings and public speeches the tide of public 
opinion is certain to turn very strongly 
against the Government.“ 

Have you any hope of an early general 
election!“ 

“T can only give mv individual opinion, 
but Iam satis that the disintegrating 
forced at work within the Conservative 
party itself will leave the.Government no 
option in the matter. The lines of cleavage 
within the party appear to me to be clear, 
and the rivalries of Conservative leaders are 
such as to admit of no adjustment without an 
appeal to the country.“ 

“If one should occur have you any doubt 
that Gladstone would carry the country:“ 

Not the least. He would carry the coun- 
try now—that is to say, he would obtain a 
majority—and every week is adding to that 
assured majority.“ 7

“ The feeling of our own people is, of course, 
precisely what could have been anticipated 
from the fact that somany of them remem- 
ber the horrors of the famine year ana their 
own evictions, or are the children of those 
who witnessed and suffered from them; but 
we must confess that we were not pre- 
pared for the warmth and unive ity 
of the sympathy manifested by the 
. American part of the popu- 

tion. At almost every meeting which 
we have attended we have had in the chair 
either the Governor of the State or the 
Mayor of the city and on the pjatform repre- 
sentative Americans of every rank and occu- 
pation in life. United States Senators, Con- 

ssmen, members of State Legislatures, 
editors of newspapers, clergymen of different 
denominations, and ing commercial, 
manufacturing, and professional gentiemen. 
In fact, no element of American life has been 
absent; and it is satisfactory to think that, 
while our own people will be intensely grati- 
fied and encouraged by such a manifestation, 
the effect of it upon public opinion in Great 
Britain can scarcely be overrated. We 
therefore feel that we owe the Americans a 
t debt of gratitude for what they have 

ne in this matter.“ 

Is the league in Ireland if need of finan- 
cial aid at present? 

Mes, in urgent and immediate need. Our 
expenses are enormous. To illustrate: We 
have to incur at every election an expense 
unknown to you in America—that of defend- 
ing our registration lists. Myriads of the 
most frivolous objections are made to our 
voters, and we have to defend the rights of 
each one. Thus it sometimes costs £1,000 in 
a constituency togprotect our lists. As we 
have 108 constituencies you can see what we 
have to meet in this single regard. Then we 
must arrange for the defense, and that in- 
stantly, of those prosecuted under the 
Coercion act. We have also to pro- 
tect and maintain the unfortunate peo- 
ple who have been evicted. Even this 
general indication of the demands on our 
treasury will show that we need from our 
generous friends. and countrymen in Ameri- 
ca as large a measure of aid as they can ex- 
tend to us, and we need it immediately.“

SECRETARY BAYARD’S INTENDED. 


Miss Sophie Dallas Markoe and the Histor- 
g ical Family to Which She Belongs. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 25.—[(Special. |—Miss 
Sophie Dallas Markoe, who it is said is to mar- 
ry Secretary of State Bayard, has relatives liv- 
ing in St. Paul in the person of Dr. J. C. Markoe 
and his brother. Miss Markoe was born in 
Washington and is now nearly 40 years of age, 
although looking younger. Frank Markoe, her 
father, was the first Secrefary of the Smithsoni- 
an Institution, and held several important posi- 
tions in Washington. He fell into disrepute dur- 
ing the war because of his sympathies with the 
South, in consequence of which he lost a fortune 
and died a poor man, leaving his family in 
destitute circumstances. Miss Markoe's great 
grand-uncie, Abram Markoe, who was also Dr. 
Markoe's grandfather, was the, firat Captain of 
the Philadelphia City Troop, a well-known mil- 
itary organization of the last century, to which 
he ee a stand of colors after which the 
United States flag was modeled. This relative 
was the owner of the square bounded by Chest- 
nut, Market, Eighth, and Ninth streets, in Phila- 
delphia. and when the question of the location of 
the National Capital had not yet been settled he 
donated the south half of the block for Washing- 
ton’s residence. Upon this site now stands 
the post-office building. Miss Markoe has been 
employed in the State Department since 1879 or 
1680, as has also her sister Mary, who has charge 
of the translation of foreign letters. At the time

The Gorman Gang Resorting to Desperate 
Measures in Baltimore. 

BautTrmMoreE, Md., Oct. 25.— [Special. —In 
obedience to a complaint made by the Chair- 
man of the Gorman ring Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee a few days ago that he 
suspected the Republicans would try to bring 
colored repeaters into the city to vote tomor- 
row the city police and detectives have been 
busy all day yesterday and last night and to- 
day watching every railroad station and 
steamboat wharf, and arresting every col- 
ored traveler who arrives in Baltimore as a 
suspicious character. This is a bold conspir- 
acy on the part of the Gormanites to influ- 
ence the ignorant Democrats who intended 
to vote for the reform ticket. The ring 
organs, of course, publish sensational 
stories about these arrests and charge 
the Repubucans with fraudulent intentions 
and declare that the Independent Democrats 
of the Citizens’ League are made an unwilling 
party to the fraud. At this season the oyster- 
ing companies send to Philadelphia ang other 
cities for colored men for dredges. The life 
is such a hard one that they can get but few 
Baltimore negroes who know what it is to 
work forthem. Manyof the poor negroes 
arrested came here for that purpose, and, al- 
though the agents of the companies went to 
the police and explained the matter, the out- 
rages are continued and the men locked pp 
as suspicious characters. The arrest of the 
innocent colored men covers up the importa- 
tion of repeaters for the use of 
the rug.“ Among the colored men 
arrested are many sent here by 
Democratic agents at other places. They 
have been here at other elections to do the 
same work. They are locked up, too, as 
suspicious characters. It is reported, how- 
ever, tonight that most of these fellows will 
be released earlyin the morning to vote on 
names of colored men of this city before the 
latter appear at the polls.

Severe Allegations—Calis Him a Grindstone 
Turner for Politicians. 
ROCHESTER, N. V., Oct. 24.—The Rt.-Rev. B. J. 
McQuaid, Bishop of the Roman Catholic Diocese 
of Rochester, replied to the strictures of Dr. 
McGlynn made at a United Labor mass meeting 
held Thursday evening in a sermon at St. Pat- 


rick’s Cathedral this morning which has created 


a decided sensation in this city. The following 
extracts from the discourse will give an idea of 


its tenor’ 


“Thursday of last week an excommunicated 
Catholic priest, who is running about turning 


the stone for the grinding of politicians’ axes, 


addressed a Rochester audience—such as it was. 
Of the men who wees this unfrocked priest 
by their presence, whose names are given in the 


The political heresies of communism in land 
How these words should 
stood at the altar of God.“ exclaimed the 
Bishop, referring tothe statement of Dr. Mc- 
Glynn that most nuns were fitted for their ca!l- 


ing by their professional garb only. The right 


reverend gentleman appealed to his people, 
whose children constituted some ofthe nuns 
and who had been ministered to by them, 
whether be was not justifiedin his indignation 
against the utterances of this bold, brave, and 
burly ex-priest. 

Is it any wonder that people ask: Who is 
this unfortunate man, who has a tongue of scorn 
for the lowly as wellas the highin station?“ It 
1s easy to answer this question. He is a man 
who for years accepted the food and clothing of 
the propaganda, which he now calis “the ma- 
chine.” Perhaps he will say that that expres- 
sion, too, is a joke. But O. the malice! Aud 
this ig the man who calis the Cardinal who pre- 
sided over him “a yeliow-skiuned Italian.“ 

The Bishop then alluded to Dr. MeGlynn's 
career at St. Stephen’s. He said that Dr. Me- 


' un found himself. when a very young man, 
priest over the largest Catholic coneregation in 


the country. After nineteen years the church 
found itself $145,000 in dobt, without schools, and 
considerably disorganized. The priest had the 
most expensive parochial table of any priest in 
New York. He bad vacations in plenty, and the 
applause of the world cheered him on. He was 
either incapable or indifferent to his work, and 
ought to have been removed long before he was. 

As his reasons for denouncing Dr. McGlynn 
from the pulpit the Bishop said: 

“There have been very few of my people who 
have gone to hear him, and those are of such a 
character that by their secession we shall lose 
nothing. The congas is that he will mislead 
ignorant persons’ by his loud professions of 
Catholicism. Iam bound as Bishop to guard my 
flock. I am not responsible for those who are 
wayward and will not heed my voice, but Iam 
responsible to my God when my conscience telis 
me to raise my voice inst wrong. Whena 


Catholic priest or an instructed Catholic goes to 


hear this man it is a sin, and he is liable to ex- 
communication. Ifthis thing goes on you will

FRAUD AND FALSEHOOD 


Boldly Charged Against the Gas Trust 
Magnates. 


Hardly a day passes but a new enemy or & 
new tribulation bobs up for the men whorun 
the Chicago Gas Trust. Yesterday’s devel- 
opment was a new suit in court aimed at the 
trust’s peculiar methods of financiering. A 
bill was filed in the Circuit Court by executors 
of the Emanuel Hoffman estate in New York. 
It prays for an. injunction restraining the 
Chicago Gaslight & Coke Company from ne- 
gotiating, selling, transferring; or delivering 
any bond or bonds made by the company and 
secured by the $10,000,000 trust-deed recently 
executed by the Fidelity Insurance Trust & 
Safe Deposit Company of Philadeiphia.; The 
bill is very similar to the one recently filed 
by Mr. Aadicks of Philadeiphia, brother of 
the former Secretary of the Gas Trust. The 
complaining executors are Henry Rosenwald 
and Max Oppenheimer of New York, holding 
400 shares of stock; and the defendants are 
the directors of the gas company and the 
trustee of the mortgage, the Fidelity Trust 
& Safe Deposit Company of Philadelphia. 

It is stated in the bill that at the present 
time the capital stock of the company amounts 
to $4,984,200, and that the company owns prop- 
erty, real and personal, worth $5,600,000, and 
that its assets are $6,200,000. The complain- 
ants claim that the profits of the company for 
the month of May last amounted to $31,054.19. 
It is said that but for the wrongful acts of its 
officers the company would be free from any 
mortgage or judgment lien, and would have 
no liabilities save the ordinary running ex- 
penses. It is further charged that Kent, 
Cummings, Yerkes, Widener, Elkins, and 
certain others have bought up a majority of 
the stock for the purpose of running the com- 
pany in their own private interests.

Naturalization in Chicago. 

CHIcaGo, Oct. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
In Saturday's issue of THE TRIBUNE you have 
an article under the above caption commenting 
on the movement now going on among Britons 
looking to their naturalization as American citi- 
zens. Iam in perfect accord with what you say 
in that article, and am Very desirous of seeing my 
fellow Britons become citizens of this great coun- 
try and exercise their just influence in the gov- 
erninent of the State and Nation. But I would 

further than you or the gentlemen now at the 
— of the movement. I would not only solicit, 
but compel them to become citizens. You say: 
“It is the duty of citizens to encourge all 
who are really eligible under the law to become 
eitizens.“ Now you must mean that it would be 
an advantage not only to the citizen, but also to 
the Nation. That being granted, it seems to 
me that the business-life thing to do would 
be to abrogate the preseut naturalization 
laws and enact that every man 
who has resided continuously in the 
county for two years is by virtue of his resi- 
dence a citizen of the Republic, seized of all its 
honors and subject to all its duties. But you 
may say that that would open the floodgates to all 
the scum and exuvia“ of Europe and endanger 
the State. The answer is, that the very worst 
elements of our cosmopolitan society are already 
naturalized, and new editions are put through 
the mill by our politicians as regularly as an 
election comes around. Less than two years ago 
the Anarchists and Socialists.of this city natu- 
ralized their disciples. the most dangerous 
classes of the community, by the thousand, and 
I have seen the same classes driven up to the 
city-hall in New York like droves of cattle and 
naturalized for the use of their leaders. 

Strange as it may seem, the naturalization 
laws as they stand today are a barrier to tens of 
thousands who would ome good and useful 
citizens, while they are no obstacle at 
ali to hundreds of thousands of the ut- 
terrly worthless classes who naturally an- 

onize all the better elements of society. 
1 teak they are the strongest weapons in the 
armory of the Anarchist, Socialist, and bummer 
politician. But grant it were true—which I deny 
—that there would be danger to the Government 
in admitting every man to citizenship without 
—— Mag test can very easily be applied. Prac- 
tically there is not now, and never has been, any 
test of fitness in admission to citizenship further 
than a (to millions) meaningless oath of renun- 
ciation of the past and acceptance of the present 
form of Government. If the testis of any value 
why not transfer it from the court-room to the 
ballot-box? 

For example, we enact that every man who 
has resided continually in the country for two 
years isacitizen; but we also enact that every 
one voting at an election, municipal, State, or 
National, shall be able to read and write the 
English or German language; that he shall make 
out his own ballot; and that eve such ballot 
shall contain a declaration of the voters’ 
loyalty to and a determination to 
support the Constitution and laws of the 
country, the said declaration to be signed by 
each voter. Would not that be a much more 
effectual and practical test than a single assent 
to the so-called oath of allegiance, which not one 
foreigner in fifty understands? Would not the 
enactment of such a law open the door to hun- 
dreds of thousands who for reasons many Amer- 
icans cannot understand or appreciate refuse to 

e citizens through the o ary channel? 
Would it aot as effectually shut the Joor on hun- 
éreds of thousands of the most ignorant and 
worthless members of the community who now 
vote for boodlers and corruption?

ORATOR SHEVITCH FIGHTS ORATOR 
GEORGE TO A STANDSTILL. 


Telling How Ue Has Smashed a Labor 
Party and Founded a Sect, a Church, 
and a Machine—George Answers with 
His Promise of Plenty of Work for an 
Mankind in the Sweet By-and-By. ., 

New York, Oct. 2%—There was a big 
crowd of men and women before the doors 
of Harry Miner’s Eighth Avenue Theatre 
were opened at 7 o’clock last evening for 
the debate on the labor question between 
Henry George and Sergius E. Shevitch. 

To the United Labor party were distrib- 
uted 900 white tickets for free admission, 
and to the Socialists 900 red free admission 
tickets, while to each side 300 tickets for re- 
served seats at 25 cents each were given. 
Many women had tickets given them, but 
when they got to the doors President Fray 
and the police advised them not to go in, and 
many followed the advice. There were in 
the body of the house 200 men to one woman. 
The George men sat on one side of the house 
and the Progressives o n the other. 

The division in the audience between the 
representatives of the two parties was main- 
tained on the stage. 

Then Mr. Shevitch stepped to the footlghts, 
and was greeted enthusiastically by the So- 
cialists’ side of the house and in silence by 
the Georgeites. He wore a plain business 
suitand spoke with few gestures, making 
his points in a crisp way, in acon- 
versational tone, which everybody present 
could easily follow. 

“The whole labor movement,“ he began, 
“has been side-tracked and put on a plat- 
form on which it cannot stay and live.” 
Then he went on: 

We have two instruments for producing wealth 
— land and labor. If we nationalize 
land will that solve the labor problem? Mr. 
George says he does not want to nationalize 
land; he would tax it to its full value; but let us 
suppose that he does want to nationalize land. 
Then I assert that in consequence of the increase 
of labor-saving machinery competition would 
on just the same as it does now, and men would 
be thrown out of work more and more. Now, on 
Mr. George's land theory land will be open to all 
who want to use it, but how will the r dis- 
charged workingman build a house on his land? 
Will he build it with his hands or his feet, and 
without capital? 

I don’t think there is any answer to this. 
— er from the George men.] You may 

augh at this, but there's many a truth that 
been laughed at. Mr. George says renta will be 
cheaper, but don’t you know that where capital 
is in private hands the rate of wages is controlled 
by the cost of living, and, as people will have to 
pay less to enable m to live, they will event- 
uaily work for less than they now 

As to free trade and protection, we are on 
neither side, but we dosay thatif you should 
take away turiff protection from very many in- 
dustries in America they would die tomorrow, 
and thousands of workingmen would be thrown 
on the street. : 

A strong voice interrupted and asked Mr. 
Shevitch to name these industries that would 
die, but a hundred Socialists yeiled for order. 

What would these yey on men do on Mr. 
George's unoccupied free Would they sit 
or stand, or tramp across the country on it? 

Mr. George makes an argument of Robinson 
Crusoe and his man Friday, saying that if Crusoe 
owned the ground Friday must be his slave, but 
if not, then Friday could be a free man. I ask 
what Friday would do if Mr. Crusoe should im- 
port men and machinery to do all the work on 
the island? [Appiause.} But Mr. George does 
not want the nationalization of land. Isu't his 
tax equivalent to a nationalization of land? 
Rich men will pay their tremendous taxes, equal 
to full rent, and all the rich men will unite in 
making the tenants pay the taxes in the form of 
rents, and finally the poor workingman, as he 
always has, will continue to bear the burden. 
The landowners will form a land trust, and Mr. 
George can't complain, because he would dis- 
turb no private right. 

Mr. George hugs one great sophistry, which is 
that the robbery of labor centres in 


can't plow or sow. In fact, Mr. George's scheme 
is a more horrible paternal government than any 
that the Socialists 1 He was supported 
for Mayor by the United Labor party, not be- 
cause of his land theory, but notwithstanding his 
land theory. Because he was an honest man, 
because he wrote a tremendous indictment of the 
present disorder of things in his and 

overty,” laboring men believed him to be broad- 
minded enough to sink his petty land plank in 
the broad cause of labor.

He has succeeded in founding the Church of 
Progress and Poverty, not the Labor party. 

Then Mr. George pulled off his black skull 
cap and pitched in. He said he would not de- 
bate the question as to what he had founded, 
but the question how labor is to get what is 
its due. 

I am here to defend what is the only possible 
way to emancipate labor. I don't claim that the 
land theory will do everything, but it is the be- 
ginning. after which all other things we want 
done will be made easier, and until we do that 
we will be rowing against the tide in all other 
reforms. We don’t believe in the iron rule of 
wages as Mr. Shevitch does. Men now compete 
with one another at a disadvantage from bing 
cooped and crowded in cities.

How Telegraph Stock Is Watered. 
Philadelphia Record: The history of some of 
the additions of water to Western Union Tele- 
graph Company stock reads like the wildest 


romance of speculation. In 1860, for example, 
Congress offered a bonus of $40,000 a year for ten 
years to any parties who would undertake the 
construction of a telegraph line from the Mis- 
souri River to the Pacific coast. ‘Certain direct- 
ors of the Western Union Company accepted 
this offer, and 1,100 miles of wire were strung be- 
tween Brownsville, Neb., and Salt Lake City, 
where connection was made with an existing line 
to San Francisco. The cost of this 1.100 miles of 
telegraph line was $147,000, or $134 a mile, and 
large profits were made by the contractors at 
this re. Subsequently $1,000,000 in stock 
of the Pacific Telegraph Company was is- 
sued on this expenditure, and when 
that com

000—of itself an extraordinary outlay—was 
swollen until it came to represent $6,000,000 of 
Western Union stock, to pay dividends upon 
which the business of the country has been taxed 
tor nearly a quarter of a century. More than 
this, the property thus represented had within 
ten years been nearly thrice paid for by the Gov- 
ernment bonus of $40,000 a year. Is it to be won- 
dered at that the personal fortunes of members 
of the telegraph oligarchy should have expanded 
to colossal proportions, or that the corporation 
which they control should exert a potent infiu- 
ence in the marts of commerce and the halls of 
legislation!

| CASE OF THE ANARCHISTS. 
IS READING A REPORT OF A CRIME A 


BAR TO JURY SERVICE? 
— 

The Minois Law Copied from the New York 
- Statute--How the Killing of Jim Fisk 
Caused a Lond Cry to Go Up in the Em- 
pire Stace for Reform and How the End 
Desired Was Reached—Roger A. Pryor's 

- Arguments . 

Brooklyn Eagle ( It is an interesting 
fact that the appeal of Chicago Anarch- 
ists to the. Supreme Court of the United 
States turns chiefly upon a provision of law 
which was originally e by the Legis- 
lature of the State of | York. The ex- 
citement produced by the assasination of 
James Fisk and the threatened difficulty of 
obtaining an intelligent jury to try his mur- 
derer brought to a head the long pending dis- 
cussion of the imperfections of the then ex- 
isting jury system. A loud demand was 
made for such a change in the laws as would 
abolish the difficulties that beset the impan- 
eling of men who read newspapers and re- 
flected upon the events of the day. 
| Accordingly a bili was introduced that year 
into the Assembly at Albany by Mr. David 
W. Judd of Richmond County which sub- 
stantially provided that the previous forma- 
tion or expression of an opinion in respect to 
the facts of the case on trial or in reference 
to the guilt or mnocence of the accused 
should not operate as a bar to the acceptance 
of the proposed juror if he would take an 
oath to try the issue without bias or prejudice 
and the court was verfectly satisfied of his 
mpartiahty. This bill became a law, and 
two years afterward, in March, 1874, it was 
adopted by the Legislature of Lilinois. 

In the address made by the Hon. Roger A. 
Pryor yesterday upon the application t& the 
Justices of the Supreme Court at Washington 
for a writ of error the learned counsel con- 
tended that this statute was repugnant to the 
fourteenth amendment of the Federal Con- 
stitution, and that the jury impaneled under 
its peeps to try the Anarchists was not 
such a jury as the Constitution contemplated. 
He held that by virtue of that law the trial 
of a criminal case might be made up, in part 
at least, of men who had formed an opinion 
in regard to the a or innocence of the per- 
sons accused. is he believed had been 
done in the case under consideration, and the 
petitioners asserted that this statute and the 
effect given it by the State courts had de- 
prived them of their rights and was about to 
deprive them of their lives without the due 
process of aw guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. . Pryor pro- 
duced extracts from the record to show that 
among the talesmen in the trial court there 
were men who admitted that. they had read 
the newspapers and formed an opinion in re- 
gard to the case, and were therefore partial. 

There are two constitutional amendments 
which cover the point raised by Mr. Pryor— 
the fifth and fourteenth. The former declares 
that in all criminal prosecutions the ac- 
cused shall enjoy the right to a speedy and 

ublic trial by an impartial jury,” and the 
r that no State shall make or enforce 
any law which shali abridge the privileges 
and immunities of citizens of the United 
States; vor shall any State de any per- 
son of life, liberty, or property Without due 
process of law.“ If, therefore, the Justices 
of the Supreme Court should conclude, from 
the record and argument presented, that 
there are reasonable grounds for believing 
that either of the foregoing provisions was 
violated on the trialef the condemned per- 
sons they will grant the. writ of error and 
entertain the appeal. 

It is obvious that if the court decides to 
take this course it will open the door to ap- 
peals from all States in which these features 
ofthe New York jary system have been adopt- 
ea. Mr. Justice Miller seemed to have felt 
some apprehension as to the consequences of 

ting the writ when he remarked to Mr. 

or that the only question for the Supreme 
Court was whether the statute was con- 
-stitutional. I the trial court erred in its ad- 
ministration of the law that was a question 
for the State courts exclusively. The hardship 
to the State of deciding that a statute solely 
designed to secure the service of intelligent 
os jurors is in conflict with the Consti-

F tical value in this direction with se- 
curity to the rights of the accused. If intel- 
ligence in the jury-box is to be obtained at 
ali it must be obtained by the methods pre- 
scribed in the New York Jury act; and if 
those methods are unconstitutional either 
the Constitution must. be changed or stupid- 
ity and ignorance become the prime quali 
tions of American jurors. 

The Constitution of the State of New York 
and, we believe, the Constitution of the State 
of Ilunoi embody essentially the provisions 
of the Federal Constitution for the protection 
of parties accused of criminal offenses. In 
both States the question raised by Mr. Pryor 
has come before the courts of last reso 5 
and in both States the constitutionality o 
the Jury law under consideration has n 
affirmed. The other point urged by Mr. 
Pryor is of minor importance and lacks even 
legal plausibility. The assertion that the 
production of incriminating evidence which 
the police obtained by breaking open the 
private desk of the accused was, in law, com- 
pelling them to testify against themselves 
would not be seriously maintained in a less 
desperate case. If there is a hope for the pe- 
titioners it hangs entirely on the contention 
that the Jury law of Illinois isin conflict with 
the provisions of the Federal Constitution. 


Free Speech.

shall be robbed of it, even if the only expedient 
means of doing so is to put him in the peniten- 
tiary, or hang him on a gallows, or shoot him 
where he stands, 

Ot that perfectly frank admission of intoler- 
ance the Socialists may make as much as — 
please. We say, too, that the freedom of speec 
ought not to be unlimited, either; that we find 
certain established laws restricting freedom of 
speech, and these laws we mean to enforce in 
the customary manner. A man steps out into 
the gutter and in the hearing of all who pass 
tnut way delivers himself of a full and free tor- 
rent of obscene and blasphemous language. We 
say he takes an excessive liberty, and one that 
shall not be allowed him. We say he may be or- 
dered into silence by any policeman who over- 
hears him. If he persists he shall be collared 
and taken to a station; if he resists 3 it 
shall be lawful to knock him down. It other 

rsops come to his assistance it shall be lawful 
2 deal with them in a like manner, and if they 
then take weapons and attack the lives of the 
police it shall still be held lawful to quell the 
riot by shedding the blood of the rioters. We 
shall not allow that rioters were rightly engaged 
in defend liberty of speech, but shall con- 
tinue to hold that no such liberty can 
be tolerated, and that armed resistance to the 
suppression of such liberty may be put down by 
the use ot gunpowder if nothing else will do it. 
So with any man who, instead of how ob- 
scenities at street corners, uses — cit- 
ing other men to crimes, such as plundering, the 
murder of individual persons, or assault upon 
the agents of the law appointed to execute its 
behests. Should any of the mob be killed we 
shall hold that their blood is on the head of the 
Mr. This or Mr. That who incites them to too 
much liberty of action by too much liberty of 
speech, and we think that to hanghim 88 
a beneficent and humane measure. ith this 
admission, of which the ranter for free speech 
may make whatever use he pleases, we leave the 
subject at present.

The little body was * by tender 
hands for burial, but it was found that the 
right foot of the little one was missing. It 
wus supposed that the child had fallen from 
u reef of rocks which ran out into deep 
water and had been drowned, and that 
some fish or sea monster had eaten off 
the foot. There seemed to be no mystery 
about the death, and the other children of 
the family were wont to hsten with awe as 
the mother tola in the gloaming how the lit- 
tle sister wandered away from home and was 
drowned. The children grew up and married 
and had little ones of their own, and the 
grandmother told in to a new set of 
auditors how her littie baby girl went out to 
play and was killed by the cruel sea. 

Simple as the death of the child seemed at 
the time, it turns out to Dave been one of 
those mysteries of the sea which are only 
revealed by accident. A short time ago one 
of the sons of the old lady, and a brother of 
the lost girl, picked un on the beach a piece 
of a large abalone shell which had Sean 
thrown up by the tide. He was attracted by 
the bright colors of the shell, and as he turned 
the sheii to look at the inside he was aston- 
ished to find attached to the interior of 
the sheli the perfect representation of a 
child’s shoe.

Taking the Premium Off Strikes. 

It is Mr. Powderly’s belief that there will be 
fewer strikes and labor disturbances the coming 
year than occurred during the last year. H be- 
lieves that the abolition of the assistance fund, 
which was accomplished at the Minneapolis 
meoting of the Knights of Labor. will tend to 
take the premium off strikes.” He is undoubt- 
edly right in this view. It was, in fact, nothing 
else than putting a premium on strikes to as- 
sess the working members of the order for the 
benefit of the strikers. With a large fund to 
draw upon when their wages should stop there 
was a standing inducement for men to go on 3 
strike even when they had no grievance worth 
striking about. They were more ready to listen 
to walking delegates and disturbers than they 
would have been had they realized that they 
must stand or fall by themselves, and that the 
loss of their wages would not be in part made 
up to the idiers by a tribute levied upon the 
earnings of those at work. It was the “ assist- 
ance fund” that started or maintained many a
